the nete in a lawful way. It may b. 
for a time to their inconvenience to do 
•o, or it muy be in some particulars at 
a loss to individual*, but a rem«dy will 
have to bi applied which may occapioii 
lesf, or they will continue to beu me 
•ore environed till they uill have- 'o 
pay for the light of heaven and tbe uir 
they breathe. 


When tbe people more fully under- 


stand their real position to organized 
capital the inconvenience will become 
less when tbey apply a remedy for one 
or mere of tbe evils that flow from the 
ass of organized capital wben applied 
lo an oppressive manner. Tbey will 
prepare to meet tbe change or to inert 
tbe new environment tbey provide for 
themselves by proper organization to 
that end. Should it be that a majority 
of tbe people concluded to be relieved 
from the oppression applied to tbem 
or any of tbem when overtaken by a 
misfortune connected with flre through 
the destruction of property, tbe re- 
quiced provision by mutual or co-op- 
erafive insurance should be provided 
to meet tbe requirements of the 
change.

range cattle, together with his half-in- 
terest in 300,030 acres of land and a 
lease on 700,000 acres more. 


For his property Mr. Sparks is said 


to receive $500,000 in cash and a ranub 
of 12,000 acres in the Texas cotton 
belt. Tbe cotton land ia valued at $50 
par acre, so it will be seen tbat tbe 
aotaal amount involved in the trans-
